Nebraik* Senator Claim* th« Preddvot, 


Army aud Navy Are Waging War With"- 
•»t Authority of Congr«M — Foraker 
Biota at a Vhillpplue Republic In His 
Addrwa on Territorial Expansion.

Washington, Jan. 12— In the United 


States senate, the following resolution 
Was offered by Mr. Allen of Nebraska: 


That any aggressive notion by nruiy or 
navy bu the purt of the United States 
against the Filipinos would be ail act of 
war uaivnrranted on the part of the presi- 
dent and the exercise of constitutional 
powers vested exclusively in congress 
'_ Mr. Ailen then said: 


In submitting this resolution, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I desire to make some observations. 
I am led to Introduce this resolution be- 
cause the 'press dispatches indicate that 
our troops are moving upon the people at 
Hollo. I Introduce It as a protest agnlnst 
the waging of war by the president and 
the nrmy aud navy without authority of 
congress. I think U Is a fact indisputable 
that war can not be legally waged without 
the authority of congress through a formai 
declaration. In . my opinion there can bo 
no doubt 
that 
whatever of possesoory 
rights wo may have 
In 
the Philippine 
Islands, we acquired from Spain. 


Mr. Allen then proceeded to discuss 


the situation in the Philippines and 
finally declared that the officers of the 
army and navy were passing affairs 
forward in the islands into a critical 
state. 


He was Interrupted by Mr. Hoar, 


who said: 


Where do we get the right to use force 


against the people of IloiloV 
I would be 


glad to be 'honored by the attention of the 
distinguished senator from Delaware (re- 
ferring to Mr. Gray, one of the peace com- 
mls*loners). 
We made

time in August, under which we nre still 
living with Spain. 
.. Mr. Hoar then read from the protocol 
showing that the United States would 
hold 
the 
hay, harbor and city of 


Manilla until the disposition of the 
Philippine islands should be determin- 
ed, and continued: 


That clearly Implied that we will make 


no advance upon Spain or the Spanish peo- 
ple on the 'Islands until the situation shall 
have been chunged. 
If uow we have the 


power to . use the military forces against 
the Filipinos, where does It come from? 


Mr. Gray, at whom the question of 


Mr. Hoar Seemed to be directed, rose 
and said: 


I wish to remark that the question of 


the senator from Massachusetts answers 
In part the position taken in his remarks 
by the seuiitor from Nebraska (Mr. Allen). 


After pointing the reasons why this 


was true, in his opinion, Mr. Gray said: 


Technically we nre still at war with 


Spain. It is true Hint we are living under 
a truce, but in pursuing the war the pres- 
ident was simply exercising the 
powers 


that had been conferred upon him by the 
warmaking power. The only question that 
can arise will be as to whether we are, in 
making war upon the Filipinos, violating 
the protocol, :\nd if there are such viola- 
tions it will be u matter between the Unit- 
ed States and Spain without reference to 
anybody else. 


Mr. Hoar contended It was a breach 


of faith to attack Spain at Hollo and 
bad policy to attack Aguinaldo. After 
some further debate, the resolution 
went over. 
; 


Forukur's Significant Rnmark. 


Mr.- Foraker addressed the senate in 


opposition to the declaration of tha 
Vest resolution that the United States 
has no constitutional power to acquire 
foreign territory to be maintained as 
colonies.

The senator's strong assertloa that 


the acquisition of the Philippines was 
temporary In character created a sen- 
sation In tie chamber. He maintained, 
however, that we have a le*al right to 
hold the islands- permanently. 


Senator Teller introduced a bill for 


the amendment of the war revenue act 
so BA to provide for a tax upon th« 
actual value or selling prio* Instead of 
the nominal value of certain stocks. 


In executive session Senator Berry 


moved that the debate upon the treaty 
should he conducted In open senate. 
There were only casual remarks upon 
the policy of publicity, and these were 
generally favorable to the removal of 
the secrecy Injunction from thp treaty. 


Prcnn Diapleaned. 


London, Jan. 12.— Most of the morn- 


Ing papers comment upon the situation 
In the Philippines, drawing the Infer- 
ence that Senator Foraker's remarks 
In the senate chamber were made by 
him as the spokesman of the president 
and expressing their disapproval of a 
possible relinquishment of the Philip- 
pines by the United States.
